Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representatives argued that the prior art combined 
teachings were not capable of resulting in the claimed invention. However, the Examiner noted that applicant's 
argument that the grooves in the Hedman device were on the interior was irrelevant since where the springs were 
located on the device was not the teaching the Examiner was relying on. The test for obviousness is not whether the 
features of a secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that 
the claimed invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the 
combined teachings of the references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 
F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). The Examiner stated that the teaching taken from Hedman was how to keep a 
spring element in its location on a surface from moving or sliding laterally. Also the Examiner stated in response to 
applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 
871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). The Examiner also suggested 
that the Kreb's disclosure was relied on for its teaching of how to fasten a mesh to a prosthetic surface. The 
arguments as to what the Krebs device was or how they used the teaching was irrelevant since there was no need to 
modify anything on the Baumgartner implant other than how to better adhere the mesh to its outer surface. 
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
